Political Emancipation. 

Governor Mupgravo told tho Logiela. 
tive Council plainly, in hia opening 
speech, that, if thoy were of opinion thut 
tho ohange should not bo delayed 
he would, after tho adoption of tho pro- 
posod tortus of Uuion with Canadu, bo 
prepared to introduce lor their coiiHidcr- 
ation a Bill to enlarge tho Dumber of 
popular represeiuativodjoxoluding norai- 
natod moinbcis from tho Couuoil, so an 
to outtblo a now Le^islaiivo body and 
the lorui of administration known as 
Responsible Guvci'iunont to oomo into 
operation at Uio first session of tho 
Logislatu.ro subsequent to Union. Hia 
Excellency does n.'Jt, however, hesitate 
to express the opinion that the change 
were better deterred for a few months, 
so as to afford the Executive a fair op- 
portunity of ' sotting tho house in order.' 
While admitting that tho opinion of tho 
Governor, which odn mupriae no one, 
has ou its side some cogent reasons of 
policy, any one at nil conversant with 
public opinion in ihia Colony must 
know that these reasons will not Bullion 
to convince tho people of the desirability 
of delay, Wo may proceed a mop far- 
ther, and say that they fail to convince 
us. The Governor may fairly bo con- 
gratulated upon tho grace with which 
he has intimated a readinoss to subordi- 
nate his own opinions to the popular will. 
It cannot bo doubted that tho Legisla- 
tive Coancil will avail itself of tho op- 
portunity thus afforded and ask the 
Governor to Bend down the Bill. Daring 
the last He.'sion there were amougat tho 
elected members thoBe who did not 
hositule to deny that tho country desired 
Responsible Government t i bo conferred 
on it simultaneously with its admission 
nto tho Dominion. The appointed mem- 
bers were expected to deny it. How 
all this is changed now. Tho Governor 
is 'aware thut a very general opinion 
prevails in lavar of the adoption of Res- 
ponsible Government; the nppointod 
members have doubtless, made a similar 
discovery, and tho fleeted members 
have good reason to know that the 
cou-i ry earnestly desires the change 
Under these oirourhstances, wo 
are quite prepared to Bud tiie 
Ceuncil giving a unanimous vote in favor 
of immediate political emancipation. 
Would not such a Yotn mark a stnuiRS inci- 
dent in the history of Hritish Columbia ? 
Amongst other things, it is to bo presumed 
that the Hilt to be sent down will establish »d 
eleotoriai franchise, fix tuo representation and 
impose 11 qualification upon members of the 
local Legislature la regard to the first there 
may be some diversity of opinion. In launch - 
ing out into full self-government, wo are dis- 
posed to be somewhat conservative upou this 
point. In older countries the property-owitiug 
element may be presumed to predominate, iu 
this colony it would probably furni tho minori- 
ty for soiu? time to come. It must be mani- 
fest, therefore, that a franchise broad enough 
to include the non property. owning class 
■would present greater dmiirers here than in 
older and more settled communities. While 
we could wish to see eery British subject 
have a voice in the management ol the all'.iirs 
of the country, '.to should deprecate a fran. 
chise which would enable the non property- 
owning class to exercise ft dominating influ- I 
enco over the properiyowniiig class. It would ■ 
appear, therefore; that in training a franchise I 
for the colony, the greatest care should be 
exercised with n view to a safe and conferva.- 
tive administration of the affairs of the colony. 
Any such franchise as that under which the 
late elections were held w II never do as the 
basis of lull self-government. In so far as the 
number of members is concerned our opinion 
is already sufficiently known. Il'e have no 
hesitation in saving that , for the present, the 
true interests ot the country wjuld be better 
served with n 7/ouso of twenty than with a 
larger number. Nor do we conceive the pre- 
sent most loose and ill-defined qualification 
imposed upon members at all adequate. As the 
matter now stands men without a dollar's 
worth of property may and do find their way 
into the .House. It is nil very well to day the 
olestors ought not to be restricted in then- 
choice, and that it is capacity, not property, 
that is wanted. Much of our legislation is to 
protect and teal with property, and we see no 
reason why it is not ju^i as necessary— nay 
more necessary- to impose a qualification 
upou the member as it is to impose one upon 
the elector. In the earlier working of Kespon. 
Bible Government in this colon/, It would ap, 
pear to be especially necessary that tho doors 
of the only Legist tive body should not be 
thrown open 10 every pennyless adventurer. 
We are not unconsci jus, nor have wo any 
desiro to conceal, that there are Jifficulties in 
the wayol establishing ft substantial qualifica- 
tion for olectors and members In a country 
Situated as this is at present, and that many 
plausible obj >clions can be urged against such 
a policy. Vet, alter making due allowance 
for practical difficulties and theoretical ob- 
jections, it just comes to this, that the more 
conservative policy i» much tho safest justnow, 
nud the difficulties by which it ia beset nn> by 
no mean? insurmountable. Indeed, they are not 
nearly as formidable aa thoso almost certain 
to arise Iron) an opposite policy. The ques- 
tion as to how the people ftro to exercise their 
franchise, whether by the use of the ballot- 
box or by open voting, we do not conceive to 
possess much importance. The argument! 
usually urged In favor of the ballot do not 
apply with the same force hero that they do in 
such countries as England, and we must con» 
fess to a preferonco lor the houest.open voting 
to which Englishmen are accustomed.
